Frequent Tests O f 
Weapons Planned

W A SH IN G T O N — (/P) — The 
Atomic Energy com m ission (AEC) 
is p la nning “m uch m ore frequent 
tests” of its w eapons in th e fut- 
ture. 
This w as announced yesterday 
at a new s conference in connec­ 
tion w ith A EC ’s tenth sem i-an- 
mial rep o rt to Congress. 
The re­ 
port was m ade public today. 


B igger “Bang’ W eapons 


At the conference it w as also 
disclosed that the United States 
has developed som e w eapons that 
have a bigger 
“ bang”— th at 
is, 
g reater 
“ energy 
release”— than 
others. 
T h e com m ission said that 
was one of the reasons w hy some 
w eapons have been tested in r e ­ 
m ote Eniw etok w hile others writji 
lesser “b an g ” have been tested in 
Nevada. 
“O ne of the considerations (in 
choosing testing grounds) is h u rt­ 
ing som ebody,” AEC 
C hairm an 
Gordon 
Dean 
told 
reporters. 
“ When they get very large 
(in 
» energy-releasing 
capacity) 
xve 
take them aw ay from people.”

Increased acquisition of u ran ­ 
ium ores and stepped-up produc­ 
tion of fissionable m aterials from 
them. 
3. A chievem ent by the United 
States of the No. 2 spot among 
“ the free nations” in the produc­ 
tion of u ra n iu m — second only to

Advisory Committat 


Chosen By OPS 
T 
HE Office of Price Stabilization recent­ 
ly selected 36 representatives of re­ 
tailing to serve on its newly-established 
retail industry advisory committee. These 
men are connected with stores all over the 
country, including both chain and inde­ 
pendent operations. According to OPS, the 
committee was formed “to assure that the 
problems of retailers. . . are dealt with ef­ 
fectively.” 
It was high time that this was done. For 
a considerable period of tim e OPS had no 
official retail advisors. As a consequence, 
various decisions were m ade which were 
unjust to the retailer, and which forced 
retailers to curtail or stop the purchasing 
of some items of merchandise. OPS appar­ 
ently wished retailing to absorb certain in­ 
creases in costs, rather than to pass them 
on to the consumer. This m ay sound like 
a h a p p y solution, but in the majority of 
cases, retail net profits are 
simply 
too 
small to make such a policy either feasible 
or possible. 
Now that the committee is in operation, 
it is to be hoped that OPS listens carefully 
to its recommendations. Some times gov­ 
ernm ent agencies appoint committees of 
this character as a m atter 
of 
window- 
dressing, 
and then pay no attention to 
them. In the current case, it would be a 
tragedy for the country if that happened. 
The retail store, after all, is the only link 
there is between produce! and consumer— 
and progressive, on-its-toes retailing is im­ 
portant to every American family. If re­ 
tailing is wound up tight in red-tape and 
inequitable legulations, everyone will be 
hurt.

EFFICIENCY IN DEMOCRACY 
(Grand Rapids Herald) 
“ I get tired of hearing that we must 
be inefficient to be democratic,” City M an­ 
ager George E. Bean told the City Com­ 
mission. 
So do we, when “democracy’’ is made 
the excuse for inefficiency at the adm in­ 
istrative level, which was what Manager 
Bean and the Commission were 
talking 
about. 
Specifically, the debate was over hiring 
“outsiders” for municipal jobs. 
Manager 
Bean, 
criticized for passing over Grand 
Rapids applicants when he hired two Ann 
Arbor men as members of his staff, 
de­ 
fended his action because 
"ability 
and 
training 
are 
the 
main 
consideration 
w hether the man lives in Grand Rapids or 
elsewhere.” He commented that ‘That’s the 
way private industry operates and why 
should we be less efficient?” 
Assuming that Manager Bean did hire 
the best available men for the jobs, he did 
the right thing and the City Commission 
majority was right in backing him up. 
Ability and geography are unrelated. 
The theory that democracy must be in­ 
efficient probably stems from the fact that 
it generally is inefficient. 
Some of the inefficiency is inherent in 
the democratic method 
and 
cannot 
be 
avoided. We don't always elect the best- 
qualified men. and that's inefficient. We 
spend weeks or months in a political cam­ 
paign, debating issues both pertinent and 
impertinent, and that’s not very efficient. 
We demand that public business be con­ 
ducted in tile full glare of the democratic 
spotlight, and that slows things down and, 
especially at the federal level, tells the 
world every step we plan to take before 
we make up our collective mind to take it. 
But we wouldn’t change it. Ineflicie- " 
as the democratic process is, in the m ak­ 
ing of policy and the wi lting of laws, it is 
our best safeguard of individual political 
liberty against the perhaps more efficient 
but also more tyrannical dictatorship. 
Unhappily, 
the proverbial and obvious 
inefficiency of democracy is all too often 
used as the excuse for doing nothing, hir­ 
ing second-raters for administrative jobs, 
and general laxity in operating the m a­ 
chinery of government. 
The question ot hiring “local" people or 
“outsiders” is a touchy one. Precinct pol­ 
itics would incline toward hiring the "local 
Jdo.v” because he’s a taxpayer and is en­ 
titled to some of die "gravy” and because 
he nas friends with votes. A practical con­ 
sideration is that his 
qualifications 
and 
tem peram ent are better known to those 
doing the hiring. 
Grand Rapids has been fortunate, gener­ 
ally, in having “career” employes quali­ 
fied for promotion to top positions. Pro­ 
moting such employes gives an incentive 
to young people to take municipal employ­ 
ment, work hard and study harder, and try 
to reach the top. 
Yet if every city were to stick to a "local 
boy” rule the incentive would be limited 
by the size of the city where the employe 
started. Such a policy in Grand Rapids, for 
instance, 
would bar the beginner who 
wanted to learn, reach his limit heie, and 
go on to bigger opportunities in a larger 
city It would also prevent oui getting able 
young men on then w a y up from smaller 
cities.

WASHINGTON—The tax gravy passed 
out by the 
Truman

wants to get in on it. 
The Tribune, believe it or not, has ap­ 
plied to the National Production Authority 
for special tax benefits for building a $2,- 
022,285.17 
enlargement of its composing 
room, engraving room, pressroom, and cir­ 
culation room. 
This 
seems 
to be a long way off from 
mobilization. 
Yet a request was made to 
amortize this new addition to the Tribune 
plant in five years—the same benefit giv­ 
en to manufacturers of guns, tanks, air­ 
planes, and war goods. 
In a way you can't blame the Chicago 
Tribune for trying to horn iii on this tax 
gravy, 
So many companies applied for 
it—and got away with ii—that ifs become 
one of the biggest giveaways of mobiliza­ 
tion. 
However, the Tribune’s reasons are in­ 
teresting. It stated in its official justifica­ 
tion for the tax gravy that the newspaper 
indusry has been accorded a special posi­ 
tion relative to other industries since 1789; 
j that newspapers w ere considered essential 
industries in the last two wars; and that 
the press is the only daily medium that 
can be used to explain and interpret eom- 
plica'ed governmental regulations. 
WANT-AD COLUMNS 
Finally, the Tribune justified its propos­ 
ed tax benents by stating that each day it 
carries a large num ber of classified help- 
wanted aas, and, by so doing, it is, in ef­ 
fect, maintaining an active labor market in 
its columns, thus helping the defense ef­ 
fort. 
What Col. McCormick apparently forgot, 
howevei, was first his two long editorials 
warning newspapers not to become obli­ 
gated to the government. 
Second, he apparently forgot about the 
Chicago Tribune’s record in printing the 
entire secret mobilization plan of the U. S. 
Army one day before Pearl Harbor, and 
later printing information about the bat­ 
tle of Midway which, 
according to the 
navy, tipped off the Japanese that we were 
breaking their secret code. A special grand 
jury was called to prosecute the Tribune, 
but the action was later abandoned. 
Note—Another company asking for spe­ 
cial tax benefits is the Hoberg Paper Mills 
of Green Bay, Wis., which considers toilet 
paper essential to mobilization. It asked 
for tax amortization on 
$1,600,000 
for 
buildings and machinery 
to increase its 
manufacture of toilet tissue. Both this and 
the Tribune's application were denied. 
BIG BUSINESS BUREAUCRATS 
Defense Mobilizer Charlie Wilson, who 
used to be head of giant General Electric, 
and Erie Johnston, who used to head the 
U, S. Chamber of Commerce, are certainly 
getting a reaction from their old business 
friends. 
After 
Wilson’s 
radio-TV 
appeal 
for 
price control, Congressman Jesse Wolcott 
of Michigan angrily stated: “The position 
of the Republicans is being badly misre­ 
presented to the country by bureaucrats.” 
To which Rep. John Rooney, the sharp- 
witted Brooklynite, slyly replied: “I won­ 
der if the distinguished gentleman means 
those 
two 
well-known 
bureaucrats, 
Charles E. Wilson, just recently president 
of General Electric, and Erie Johnston, 
former head of the U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce.” 
There 
was 
acid 
in the voice of the 
usually unruffled Wolcott as he snapped 
baqk: “ I say most decidedly I very defin­ 
itely had them in mind.”

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— It 
is 
perfectly in order for anyone to 
criticize the operations 
of 
the 
Office 
of 
Price 
Stabilization. 
However, many of the statements 
that have been made about the 
beef price regulations do not give 
a complete picture of the impact 
of our program on the livestock 
industry. 
It would be impossible to dis­ 
cuss all aspects of this subject 
in a brief space, since the criti­ 
cisms include every 
self-serving 
claim made both to us and to 
Congressional committees. I shall, 
therefore, 
discuss 
only 
major 
points that most people seem to 
have misunderstood.

First, 
we 
have 
not 
unfairly 
singled out beef for rollbacks. We 
reduced the price of beef in order 
to hold wages and other prices 
at reasonable levels. 
We have, for 
similar reasons, 
issi/ed 
general 
rollback orders on 18 other com­ 
modities, including such im por­ 
tant items as 
soap, 
plupwood, 
shortenings and salad oils, and 
various types of metal scrap. 
Cattle prices rose way out of 
line with wages and other prices. 
Between January, 1950. the date 
of the 
wage 
stabilization 
base, 
and March, 1951, 
cattle 
prices 
rose: 
Over five times 
as 
much 
as 
wages. 
Over four times as much as 
prices paid by farmers. 
Over five times as much as the 
index of consumer prices. 
Over three times as much as the 
prices of food items. 
Beef accounts for about 13 per 
cent of the consumer’s food bill 
and for almost half of the meat 
consumed in this country. 
When 
the price of so important an item 
as beef rises more rapidly than 
wages and other 
prices, 
those 
charged with 
responsibility 
for 
economic stabilization have in the 
long run only two alternatives.

One Is lo reduce 
beef 
prices 
so that they will be in a more 
normal relationship to wages and 
other prices. 
The other is to al­ 
low' wag es and other prices to in­ 
crease to the level of beef prices. 
We rejected the second alerna- 
tive because it is nothing more 
than administered inflation. Every 
person in the country with a fixed 
income, every person w'ith a sav­ 
ings 
account 
or 
Government 
bonds, every holder of an insur­ 
ance policy or an annuity would 
have suffered. 
Most im portant of 
all. the American people would 
have lost their confidence in the 
stability ot our economy. 
It should also be pointed out 
that in the long run cattle grow­ 
ers and teed els would not be bet­ 
ter oft under the second alter­ 
native than under the first. 
If 
they get more money for their 
cattle, they will have to pay more 
money for the things they buy. 
I The experience of the 1920’s in­ 
dicates that while farmers profit 
in periods ot inflation, no one suf­ 
fers more than the farmers from 
the deflation that follows.

The poison in the ivy plant is a 
non-volatile oil

Eradication of the ivy plant is 
the only sure protection against

The National league boss was 
scheduled to continue 
testifying 
betone a House judiciary subcom­ 
m ittee checking into baseball’s po­ 
sition in relation 
to 
anti-trust 
laws. 
Cobb Heard 
Flick had a prepared statement 
of his views on the subject. 
He 
began giving it 
late 
yesterday 
shortly before the day’s hearing 
ended. 
Earlier, baseball’s immortal Ty 
Cobb had told the lawmakers that 
organized baseball’s policies

Frick used the financial set up 
of the annual world series to il­ 
lustrate his stand that players are 
fairly treated.

Links Lattimore And 
Barnes With Reds 
WASHINGTON — (/Pi—A 
for­ 
mer Russian general testified to­ 
day that in the early 30's the head 
of Soviet intelligence referred to 
Owen 
Lattimore 
and 
Joseph 
Barnes as “our men.” 
Alexander Barmine. now head 
of the Russian unit of the stat0 
department's 
Voice of America, 
gave the testimony to the Senate 
internal security subcommittee. 
Barmine said he was supplying 
arms to a Western China province 
in 1933 while serving as a Rus­ 
sian intelligence officer. 
He recounted that he asked his 
superiors for additional 
person­ 
nel. 
He 
quoted a General Berzin, 
identified as chief of Soviet mili­ 
tary intelligence, as first offering 
.several of his men and specifical­ 
ly 
mentioning 
Lattimore 
and 
Barnes among others. 
Barmine said these were “the 
first two American names” that 
ever came to him in his 
intelli­ 
gence work for the Soviet gov­ 
ernment. 
Barnes 
was 
identified in the 
committee record as a former for­ 
eign correspondent of the 
New 
York Herald Tribune. From 1931 
to 1934 he was the secretary of 
the American Council of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific Relations (IPR) 
Barnes is no longer with the Her­ 
ald Tribune. 
Latimore. 
now a Johns Hop­ 
kins university professor special­ 
izing in Far Eastern affairs, w a s 
then editor of the institute's mag­ 
azine "Pacific Affairs.” 
The Senate subcommittee is in­ 
quiring into whether there have 
been 
subversive 
influences 
on 
U. S. Far Eastern policy.

Gives States Right 
To Submerged Lands 
WASHINGTON — (/Pi — G reat 
Lakes states had a House vote to 
back up 
today 
their 
claim 
to 
ownership of 
adjacent 
un der­ 
water lands. 
Whether such confirmation is 
necessary was the subject of con­ 
siderable debate 
during 
House 
consideration of a bill primarily 
intended 
to 
establish 
title 
to 
coastal states to 
lands 
beneath 
the seas along their costs. 
The 
bill, passed 265 to 109, also spe­ 
cifically mentioned lands beneath 
the Great Lakes and other inland 
waterways. 
. 
The difference of opinion was 
demonstrated by remarks of Rep. 
Feighan (D-Ohio) a mem ber of 
the House 
judiciary 
committee, 
and Rep. Blown (R-Ohio) 
Feighan told the House: 
“The supreme 
court 
has 
on 
numerous occasions held that the 
states own their tidelands arid the 
lands 
under 
inland 
navigable 
waters ” 
Such 
lands. 
Feighan 
stated, 
were “specifically excluded” from 
the complaint filed by the gov­ 
ernment with the U. S. Supreme 
Court in 
its 
controversy 
with 
Texas. California, and Louisiana 
over ownership of 
the 
oil-rich 
submerged lands off their costs.” 
That dispute was one of the 
reasons for the House action. 
Brown, on the other hand, told 
the House the legislation is need­ 
ed to clarify ownership 
of 
the 
“area bordering the Great Lakes 
and even some areas in or along 
the navigable rivers of the n a­ 
tion.” 
Such clarification 
is 
required, 
Brown said, “so there can be no 
question in the future as to who 
actually has ownership.”

Congress members who drafted 
that provision have said it will 
result in some 
price 
increases 
where cost hikes justified them.
